Dr. Clark asserted that the farmers 
were free from any charge of selfish- 
ness. They had asked that the duties 
be taken off eveything that they pro- 


.|duced, This would be an aid to all 


sections ‘of the people. That was a 
sample of unselfishness which other 
classes might well copy. If they did 
so, it would solve many of the tariff 
problems. 

Those who stood fn the trenches 
for Canada and the farmers in the 
west, said Dr. Clark, asked no .pro- 
tection. Their worthy example might 
well be followed by the manufac- 
turers.

It is quite evident that even yet, 
very widely differing Opinions exist 
concerning the work of Israel’s pro- 
phets.

- To these the 
events of history are thrown upon 
the screen of time in much the same 
manner that the moving picture un- 
folds the film which has been prepar- 
ed. 

Those who hold this idea of the lit-

call forth his message. It . would 
almost seem as if they valuei  pro- 
phecy principally as a means of bol- 
stering up their ideas of theology and 
use the Scripture as proof tests to be 
hurled indissv:minately against those 
whose visw of life and interpretation 
ci the Scripture may differ from their 
own. - 

The poet Tennyson in one of his 
suggestive little poems declares that 
if one could completely understand all 
that is to be known of a ‘flower in the 
crannied wall,’ such knowledge would 
lead to a complete knowledge of the 
universe. “The universe globes it- 
self in a dew drop,” and there. is a 
faith that finds centre everywhere.'’To 
understand one soul truly is to know 
all mankind. .To master the con- 
ditions of any particular age will lead 
one to a knowledge of the Divine pur- 
pose that runs through the ages. It 
is this principle which makes God’s 
revelation to Israel of value to 
mankind, and gives to the messages 
of the prophets a timeless value. The 
prophets were men of like passions 
to ourselves. They were endowed 
with capacities similar to our own. 
They lived in touch with-the move- 
ments of their time, and grappled 
with the industrial social and spiritual 
-problems which confront men in every 
age. Inspired by -the spirit of the

STEAL $3,000,000 


In ‘view of the considerable losses 
incurred through pilfering. and  care- 
less handling of goods in transit, 
losses which amount’ in a year -to 
close on three million dollars, the 
Canadian railways have recently been 
conducting an active campaign 
against such robberies, not-only: in 
their own interests but also to pro- 
tect the merchants and shippers who 
naturally suffer great inconvenience, 
even though the losses may be made 
good. The loss of portions of a ship- 
ment frequently renders the balance 
of a- shipment. useless or depreciates 
‘its value; and affects the business of 
the merchant. As a result of this 
campaign, the C.P.R., for instance, 
have recently brought into court and 
secured convictions ‘against several 
offenders. Thus at Ottawa, Ambrose 
Nilks, a teamster of a transport com- 
pany, was sentenced totwelve months’ 
imprisonment for breaking into a 
freight car and stealing a case of 
gin, while at McAdam Junction three 
men were sentenced to:five years pen- 
itentlary, two years penitentiary and 
four years penitentiary, . respectively, 
‘for a‘series of thefts from freight cars 
involving many consignments of con- 
-siderable value.
